ColonistB, and especially 
American Colonists, hove acqairod such 
a habit of regarding John Ball in the 
light oi a slow.unenergetio, unenterpris- 
ing, unprot-ressive sort of being thai 
ihoy are in some dangor of overlooking 
the historical fact that ho is the reverse. 
This ariees in a great rncasnro from 
proximity to the United States, a coun- 
try inhabited fo'v the most part by 
John's ohildren. The Amorioans leap 
first and then look. The old gontle- 
ffia n is more cautious, perhaps 1ob8 
quick to move ; but onco master of the 
situation, onco satisfied that tho ground 
is sure aud the cause good, there is no 
nation under heaven mora energetic 
and determined. Every student ol his- 
tory, both written and un wril.ten,knows 
thin In discovery, in research , 1 n sci- 
ence in great achievements both mate* 
rial and mental, do s not John Bull 
steadily keep the lead ? According as 
the occasion requires, so is Ins indomit- 
able energy exercised. Onco convinced 
that a Canadian Pacific railway is es- 
sential to national prosperity, to Lbe 
maintenance ol commercial suprem- 
acy there can bo no doubt that the road 
will' be built, and that, tco, wiih ustoii- 
itbing speed. Hut when will these 
things come to pass ? How many years 
will it take to convince Jolm Bull ? We 
uro glad to observe uumiPtaknblo indi- 
cations that ho is convinced alieady. 
Evidence of this crops up io tho now 
famous dispatch from Lord Granville to 
Governor Mu*grave. The English 
Pres", too, begins 10 indicate that the 
public mind is setting in the eamo di- 
rection, os t'ne following extract from a 
leading articlo in a London journal 
will show:—" Though we are not what 
might be called a ' fast' people, tho ex- 
tent of oer conquests over nature in 
Ibree-qnarters of ft century, if properly 
narrated, would be a truly wonderiui 
story. But our present political organ- 
ization, secured through the ntron of 
British Amorica, points to the rapid ac- 
complishment ot greater works than 
any we have yet undertaken. V/ e have 
□ow obtained a central-motive power 
which is capable of accomplishing any 
thing which it is desiiabloto attempt. 
In the vast accessions of territory soon 
to be made over from the Hudson's, Buy 
Company, we are supplied with a base 
of operations On a grand sCule. A sec- 
tion of lund may bo so utilized os to 
promote immigration and aUo the build- 
ing of the Pacific Railroad. Tho foot- 
ing that this idea has already attained 
is most remarkable. It lias been occa- 
sionally broached as Utopiau. .Now we 
regard tho question settled as a matter 
of principle— we have now merely to 
deal with details. A Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad is tho logical result of the 
Biqui«ition of tho Northwest, to say 
nothing of its relations with the Inter- 
colonial Railroad. Ontario, Quebec, 
tho Maritime proviuces, will ah go fo r 
tho railroad. The very idea imparls 
new life and energy. By it alone shall 
we bocomo the real possessors of out- 
new ccutinental p sso-si.ns, wboeo prai- 
rie lands are reckoned by hundreds of 
millions ot acres. But how in the money 
to be provided ? The idea gains grou nd 
that the British Government can bo in- 
duced 10 gliarantoe the necessary loon, 
and thus enable us to obtain tho requi- 
site funds at h i! tho ordinary rate of 
interest.'' The Canadian Press and peo- 
ple are also thoroughly alive to the ue* 
ccssity that exists lor such a railway, 
and they begin to realize that upTii its 
early accomplishment must depend 5he 
success of the great ex| eriment of found- 
ing an empire. Indeed, how could it 
beothorwise? As has boon repeatedly 
demonstrated in these oolumn-, we pos- 
sess a route to superior in every clement 
of Bucecss as to place su"b a lino ol rail- 
way piaotioatly beyond the reaoh ol 
competition, in bo fur as making it the 
highway between the Orient und the 
Occident is concerned ; and, as for tbo 
enterprise being a national necessity, 
that, too, has ijecii amply demonstrat- 
ed. Indeed, 'uui.li ul these propositions 
aro so plain, ho self-evident, that it is 
marveilous any person should ho 1 mud 
at this day willing to suggest a doubt. 
The only point at all open to discussion 
nppours to be that of ability. Ability J 
Tho ability of the British nation to Inuld 
a transcontinental railway I Who 
questions that ? Who built tho net- 
work of American railways ? British 
capitalists. Will not tho same wealth 
and energy be brought tt^beur upon a 
great national load? The man who 
raises tho question of ability does but 
invite the shafts of ridicule. The will 
alone is wanting; and that shall not bo 
wanting long. Tho more immediate 
object of tho present remarks is to point 
out to the people of this Colony what 
wo conc^ivo to ho u most important 
duty. Tho Imperial authorities aro 
about to hand over to the Dominion this 
tbo only remaining piooo of territory 
on tho continent. A united und oner- 
gotic appeal made now to these authori- 
ties, pointing out in a forcible way the 
whole boaiing of tbo question of a rail- 
way upon national success, us well as 
tbo necessity ot it to us on tho Pacifio, 
would be thu means of securing an Im- 
perial guarantee for a loan to construct 
tho^road. Thoy would proter to make 
tbelraru ier quietly and unconditionally, 
but they txpeot to bo askori for this ; 
and they aro prepared to grant it, if 
iho colonists 'ask for it in a firm and 
unanimous way, Homo may uoubt 
this. Wo do not. Tlii4 the colonists 



can maK'thTs a sine qua non of entering 

the UiikSS wjjj do.t,v>t for a moment im- 
agine. Id wermiist go ; and in we will 
go,; conditions or no conditions. But 
tl»V 'position wo tako to bo this : The 
Imperial eulhoritios aro now tolerably 
woll convinced as to t ho necessity of an 
undertaking for which Imperial aid is in- 
dispensable A little pressure, judicious* 
ly applied at tho present momc.t, 
would turn tho scalo in our favor. A 
concession which appears inevitable would 
□o mado now, in proforeuoo to 
transferring a reluctant pooplo to tho 
Dominion. Some persons whoso opinions 
aro ontitlod to consideration, think that 
snob national questions as tho construe" 
lion of tho Canadian Pacifio railway 
ought not to bo put forward as con- 
ditions o( uuion. While admitting that 
there is much force lu tho argument, we 
urosti'l dispOced to think that if, by 
putting this question forward now, and 
urging it as a condition ofenteiing the 
Dominion we can induce tho Imperial 
Government to give a guarantee lor the 
necessary ioan a most impor taut point 
will bo gained. And if, on tho other 
band, this concession should be urged 
in vain wo shall bo oouo tlia less lik ly 
to obtain local advantages for having 
boon refused the larger and more na- 
tional oco. This is one ot those ei b- 
jects which demands the earnest and 
immediate attention of the Colonistd, 
and which they can only neglect at then 
peril.

A Truly Hovel Troject. 

The Montreal Witness, a thornughly British 
paper and, moreover, cojoyiDg the largest 
circulation of any newspaper in trie Domin- 
ion, has recently propounded a scheme 
whiob, if it has do other merit, possesses that 
ol novelty. It proposes a cusioma union 
between Canada hdiI the United States 1 Wo 
will allow tlio Witness to speak lor ilself: — 

"The United States and i lie Dominion ol 
Canada (the latter with the consent of the 
British Goveinmeni) agree to abolish, mutu- 
ally, all restriction upon the intorcouise be- 
tween the two countries, and to establish 
free trade ub complete!.! between them, as if 
they were one country [including Ireodom 
of navigation, tracsportaiioo, and flshorieel, 
upon the following conditions : — 

1st— The United Status to reduce at onco. 
by five per cent., iiB tarifl on maoutactured 
goods imported from other countiies than 
Canada, aDd afterwards to be free to make 
such further reductions aa it S'es lit, bat in 
co cuae to add to its customs duties without 
the consent ol Canada. 

2nd Canada lo conform to the Uoited 

States' turiff as abova modified and rectriut- 
ed and also to conform to the United States' 
excise laws. 

3rd — Each country to well and laithlully 
collect its customs and excise du'ies, keep- 
ing an exact account ol the same ; and the 
whole to be divided anunally, according tj 
population, between tho respective countries ; 
and it either country hes collectod more tban 
its own share, as thus ascertained, it ahull 
pay over the dillerence lo trie other." 

It cannct be denied the t such a echeme 
offers enormous advantages to both conn- 
tries ; but it is equally obvioo« thai it 
bristles with ditlicultios. Perlwpa one ob- 
jection in the mind ol some would be that 
it looks very like tbe thin end ol the Annex, 
ation wedge. We confess it does appear 
highly probable that a Cus'om« Union 
would ultimately lead to a political uoiou. 

Mechanic's Literary Institute. —The 
anDUa! meeting of the Mechanic's Literary 
IoBtitate wan held last evening when tha 
committee's leport waa re>\d and officers 
elected.

Canadian Mail Summary. 

The Looh Lomond tragedy, to which 
wo alluded a short, time ago, has oo- 
capiod a great doul ol attention in 
New Brunswick, and, in fuct, through- 
oat the Dominion. Tho tedious, pains- 
taking and painful investigation was 
brought to a oloso late - on Saturday, 
the 2nd Out. Tho Coroner's jury re- 
tired at 5 o'clock, and aftor an absence 
of un hour, returned into court and 
rendered a verdict, to tho following 
effect : The bodion npon which thoy 
hud hold enquiry were those of Sarah 
Margaret Vai| and of her child Ella 
Mury Muuroe, and they met thoir death 
at tho hands of John A. Mutiroo, of tho 
city of St. John, arobitoot, on. the 31st 
day of October, 18(38. Tho rendering 
of ibis verdict produood no sonsjuion, 
tho public mind being quite prepared 
for it. And well it might; lor a more 
remarkable aud oomploto chain ol cir- 
cumstantial evideuco was probably 
never f'oigod from facts. With such 
ovidonco placed before twolve ino:i, it is, 
indeed, difficult to 6eo how there can 
bo inuoh hesitation. A breik occurred 
in the Eiio Canal, onuiod by a freahot 
m the Mohawk Vulloy, and which 
would oauso the suspension of tradic for 
a fortnight. It was tolerably well un- 
derstood that Mr. itankiu, member for 
North Renfrew, would make way lor 
Sir Francis ilin'.kd in that Biding. Tl;o 
Oatario uowspapera continue to teem 
with account* of receptions given to 
Prmco Arthur and Sir John Young, 
and with addresses und replies. These 
addresses must have assumed a terrible 
sameness by this lime, and the illus- 
trious pair wbo have been turning the boads 
of the Canadians, will experience some dif- 
ficulty in eounoiating my new ideas in 
their replies. The e distinguished gentle- 
men appear to be scouring the Dominion 
from end to end, and they must, indeed, be 
oxaoiiog if tbey uro not fully s* ia tied with 
the uuiversal respect and enthusiastic dem- 
onstrations of loyalty with which they have 
been everywbore recoived. It la understood 
that Lieut. -Governor McDougall, of tbs 
Northwest, will reserve two seats in his 
Council for residents io tho settlement ; and 
it is intimated that Mr MoTavjjh and Judge 
Black are likaly to be invited to fill tbese 
two Bedte. It is ihougbt tb&t Fo;t Garry 
will be connected with tbe rest of tbe Do- 
minion by telegraph next Spring, and that 
Oy that time tbe St Paul's railway will havo 
reached Dreokenridge, a point within 300 
mihs of the fort. Too Canadian Govern- 
ment bad learned through their detectives 
that tho Fenians raised $70,000 during tbe 
month of August, and it was thought that 
the Government acted upon this inlormatioo 
io taking the precautions which gave lise to 
the late '• scare." A report was in circula- 
iiou to ihe efleot ihut Sir A T Gait would 
be brought into tbe Dominion Cabiuet as the 
representative of the English element in the 
Provinco of Quebec, a class that have felt 
dissatisfied that Quebec is led without any 
but the French element io the Cabinet. Sir 
Alexander would add greatly to the Btrenglb 
of tbe Government, but it is open to doubt 
whether be will bu willing to cast in his lot 
with Ihe Ministry just now. Lieut-Gov. 
McDoagall'g salary is $7,000 a year. Tbe 
oontract for printing the Dominion Statutes 
and the Government Gazette was to be given 
to J B Taylor.
